The FY2015-16 Fund Estimate includes the proposed apportionments and distribution of approximately 

$590 million in Transportation Development Act (TDA), State Transit Assistance (STA), Assembly Bill (AB) 

1107 sales tax and transit related bridge toll funds for FY2015-16. This year's Fund Estimate establish a $1 

million Transit Emergency Service Contingency Fund to support transit operations during regional 

emergencies. The proposed fund source is STA Population-Based funds.
